1* The State Control- Center (Allarai Ellen$rz8 KSzpont or AEK) had its head offices 
and school at NAdor Street 28, Budapest. Applicants were given a orie year 
CPA course and then they received employment with the State Control Center, 
which is supervising the bookkeeping of the industrial plants and agrarian 
cooper atiYes. 1 There were 53 graduates iri the last class. There was no age 
limit} the :ag&ą ofstudenlB varied between 28 and Ais o no previous studies 

were reąuired; thus it happened that imong the 1952 graduates there wasn*t 
a single one who was a high school graduate. The student s were Govemment 
employees whose salaries were paid by the State according to the wages eamed 
prior to the attendance of th* school. Thus the wages varied from 700 forints 
to 1,U00 forints monthly. After the studenta were graduated the CPA start ing 
salaries remained the same as they had been during the course* It was promised, 
however, that the salaries were to bd*ihcreased according to the year s in 
serrice. \ 

2* From the salaries paid ty the school . the following sums were deducted* 

a. 2 percent tuition. 

b. 120 forints per month for the *Peace Łosn* 

c* 18 forints per month for trade. union membership fee 
d. l 60 forints per month for lunch and tea at the school 
e* 9 forints per month for the subscription to the newspaper Szabad N&p 
tę 3 forints per month for the periodical Social Tteview (TArsaHalmi Szocie) 
g. 20 to 30 forints for miscellaneous deductions, collections for fforea, 
movies, theatre, etc.

Political analysis of new^papers; the students received the Szabad Nśp* 
each moming and the first subject was reading the paper. Every student 
had to study the paper thoroughly for one hour, and upon reąuest had to 
give an accoimt of it*s contents, telling what he found interesting or 
noteworthy in the paper. This subject was given great importance, yet, 
laost of the students scanned the paper, and memori^ed the headlines only, 
in order to have an idea what the daily news was, When called to report, the 
sterotype and much repeated anti-Western slogans, and praise of the Soviet 
tJnion, were the answers 0 . Mondays (when there were no news papę rs) 11 press- 
0 ■* ' comments w had to be delivered by one of the students. If this student was 
a Communist or an opportunist, lots of harm could come to the non-Cóknunists 
by ignoring the official point of view. But if the moderator was a non- 
Communist, the hour passed mostly with joking, and superficial debates. 


Bookkeepers, accountants, and other specialists on the teaching staff, were 
selected according to their political reliability. The students had to join 
the ?arty of the Hungarian Workers (the Comraunist Party) and the DISZ 
(paramilitary) organization at the time of registration.
